Bodies in Maine. 



A few days ago tho graves of Mr. 
and Mrs. Kidder, at Eddington Pond, 
were opened for the purpose of disin- 
terring and removing their remains to 
another locality. Mrs Kidder had 
been dead for eighteen years, while 
tho body of her husband was commit- 
ted to the earth forty-three years ago. 
Owing to tlio length of time which 
had elapsed, it was anticipated that 
anything more than dust or a few 
bones, tit most, would be found. 
Greatly to the surprise of those pre- 
sent, on opening the grave of Mrs. 
Kidder, w ho was over eighty years of 
age at the time of her decease, her 
body was found as perfectly preserv- 
ed and the features as natural as on 
tho day of her burial. Her hair was 
of considerable length, but the last 
vestige of her burial clothes had dis- 
appeared, leaving a Bolid petrifaction 
not unlike marble of a gsayish tint. 
Proceeding next to tho grave of Mr. 
Kidder by tho side of the other, it was 
found that, although nearly half a 
century has passed since lie was num 
bored among tho living, bis body had 
also turned to stone, of a deep, rich 
brown color; but, inoro singular still, 
while all tho clothing had disappear- 
ed from tho body ot his wife in eigh- 
teen years, his body still retained por- 
tions of the cloth in which he was 
dressed for the last time, forty-three 
years since. In digging for this body 
no trace of the box or coffin was found, 
and the petrified remains, of which 
only tho upper part of *ho skull and 

fiortions of tho foot bad disappeared, 
ay in several inches of water. When 
first reached, the workmen supposed 
they had struck a stone of somekind, 
and the weight of the body was so 
great that tlireo men wore required to 
lift it. — "Bangor Whig."

Pagan Worshippers. 

The- action of tho City Oounoil in 
trying- to stamp out it great and in- 
creasing evil in this Province has 
evoked— amid many signs of popular 
approval— some hostile criticism. We 
neod scarcely say that with the prin- 
ciple of the resolution wo aro heartily 
agreed. Experience in California and 
Australia has shown that tho Chineso 
aro a moat undesirable class of immi- 
grants. And because legislation has 
failed to conliue them to the limits 
■which most pooplo think desirable, 
-viz: that of total exclusion,— wo aro 
told that tho repressive laws have 
proved a dead failure. Because the 
criminal code does not prevent tho 
occurrence of crime, will any oue ar- 
guo that tho code should bo annulled 
and men licensed to murder and rob 
each other? It is not tho ex- 
tinction of crime that legislators hope 
for when they pass repressive mea- 
sures. Until tho dawn of the promis- 
ed Millenium — when laws will not be 
necessary to keep evil passions in check 
—even tho most sanguine lawmaker 
can only hope to keep crime within 
certain bounds, over which it will some- 
times leap without an apparent pro- 
voking cause like a mountain torrent 
that leaves its old course and 
marks out a new way for itself. Un- 
der tho treaty between Great Britain 
and China wo fear that no law to pro- 
vent the Chinese landing on our 
stoics could b<. enforced; but wo do 
balieve the way is quite open for legis- 
lation to prevent them after they do 
arrive from being employed upon any 
Municipal or Provincial work to the 
exclusion of white laborers. Of course, 
no Councillor intends, or ever intend- 
ed, to make tho measure inelastic If 
a contractor cannot procure white la- 
borers he must e'en put up with Chi- 
nese; but no man undertaking work 
for oither Government should be al- 
lowed to employ Chinese to tho ex- 
clusion of whites — as lias been the rule 
in this Province Tho other day we 
Bhowed how tho much-contemned 
Canadian Government got over the 
difficulty. They simply let it bo un- 
derstood that until the supply of white 
labor was oxhausted"no Chinese need 
apply" for situations. The white 
supply still holds out and never a 
pig tail has yet been flaunted in the 
faeoa of any of tho parties now out on 
the surveys. The threat made of le- 
gal proceedings against tho Corpora- 
tion to compel them to employ China- 
men is quite in keeping with tho whole 
line of argument of the pagan wor- 
shippers. Imagine the Supreme Court 
stepping in and declaring the resolu- 
tion of Wednesday night illegal; the 
simple course left open to tho Coun- 
cil would be to place at tho foot of 
each, advertisement calling for tenders 
these words — "tiro lowest or any ten- 
der no t necessarily accepted;" and 
they could throw-out the bid of any 
contractor who was notorious for the 
employment of tho Chinese without 
assigning any reason whatsoever for 
their action. The Chineso evil is a 
great and growing ouo, and although 
ive may not succeed in stamping it out 
Altogether if our Municipal officers are 
Loiiest and are not afraid, we may 
succeed in confining it to very narrow 
limits indeed.

-viutiou of Mr. D. Maoquarrie, ship build- 
er, u.nd Mr. Bridge, his foreman, for u 
now orimo worthy of being rewarded with 
sovon years in a oliain gang. It appears 
that Macquarrie, head and oars in debt,' 
givo a bill of salo over a Bteam-launoh to 
liid 'oankern, who placed a clerk in posa- 
e»«lon on a day Macquarrie was giving 
some friends a trip in her. Tho bank 
allowed tho trip to tako pluoo, their ollicor 
ncco mpanying it. On returning at night, 
Maoquarrio and Bridge, after endeavoring 
to obtain foroiblo possession of tho stoam- 
ar, cnado tho engineer pilo on tho firos, 
t&lo off thooido lights, jump ashoro, and 
cut the bank clerk adrift;, under a full 
liftflii of steam, in a crowded part of tho 
jiarbor. Fortunately, ho knew something 
about steering, and after dashing round 
the shipping for an hour, his cries for 
help brought an engineer alongside, who 
rtdtad out the fires, and swears that had 
the solitary voyager let any water iuto 
Jlt« Tbojlor it would havo burst instantly. 



Tho perpetrators of this offenco got off 
with threo months each. 

Xarcisse Polatior do St. ftifils, a boy on 
board tho French ship St. Paul, was 
wrecked in Tori es Straits in 1838. with 
300 and odd Ghineso on board, all of 
whom but about sovonteen wore eaten by 
tho natives. Tho master and crew loft in 
a boat, and fetched up it short distauce 
north of Knight Island. After procuring 
water from tho main loud tho started 
southward, leaving the boy ashore near 
tho water hole. After throe days ho was 
found by tho natives, who fed him during 
his whole residence with them, and was 
treated with tho greatest kindness. On 
tho 11th of April ho was discovered by 
Capt. Eraser and tho crew of tho John 
Boll. Tho uaate and crew of tho ;->t. Paul 
wore picked up by tho Rose of Denmark 
and landed at Now Caledonia, soventeon 
yeais ago, and their comrade muy yet 
moot them in Franca, whither ho has 
proceeded. 

Heavy gold was struck yostorday in the 
Prince of Wales claim, at tho Burnt 
Yards, Western District. Tho reef is four 
feet thick; a ton of stone brought up it is 
estimated will yield 400 to 5U0 "ounces, 
and the stono in tho shaft looks oven 
richer.

Tbe Hudson's Bay Company. 

The following report of tbe Gov- 
ernor and Committee of the Hudson's 
Bay Company will bo laid before the 
shareholders 'on Tuesday next:— The 
governor and committee have now to 
submit to the proprietors the accounts 
of the company for outfit 3 873, made 
up to the 31st May, 1875. The com- 
pany's share of tho profits of the year 
amounts to £114,91)2. The total un- 
divided balance on the 31st May,1875, 
was £117,889, out of which the com- 
mittee now recommend a further divi- 
dend of 15s per share, making, with 
tne interim dividend of 8s, paid in 
January last, a total distribution of 
23s per share for tbe year, as compar- 
ed with 20s in the previous year. The 
balance lo be carried forward after 
the payment of the proposed dividend 
will amount to £42,889. The prices 
realized for furs during the past year 
were satisfactory, although the quan- 
tities were increased by the circum- 
stance of two years' collection of furs 
from Moose Factory being included 
in the sales. The cargo per Lady- 
Head, valued in last year's accounts, 
realized an amount exceeding tho 
valuation placed upon it. Tho loss 
of the, Saskatchewan steamer, alluded 
to in a previous report, has effected to 
Home extent the result of the year, 
which, nevertheless, is satisfactory. In 
November last tho proprietors were 
informed that, on her homeward voy- 
age from York Factory, tho schooner 
Walrus had been driven on shore at 
Nottingham Island, in Hudson's 
Straits, and that a portion of her cargo 
had been thrown overboard. The 
vessel arrived home in January with 
the remainder of her cargo, which was 
disposed of at the spring sales. The 
claims on insurances in respect of tho 
cargo amounted to £15,000, of which 
the company's marine insurance fund I 
had to bear its proportion of £2,130 I 
19b. Tho premiums earned by tho | 
company have been more than suf- I 
ficient to moot the claim referred to, 
and the marine insurance fund, which 
last yoai amounted to £40,000, now 
stands, inclusive of interest credited to 
it, at .'Ml, 770. Tho committee are 
confirmed in their opinion that it is 
desirable in tho interests of tho fur 
trade and of the company generally to 
pursue tho course which was agreed 
upon last year with regard to the com- 
pany taking portions of their marine 
insurances, and th'oy sea no reason to 
doubt that the result will prove a 
source of profit to the shareholders. 
Besides taking portions of the ordin- 
ary marine risks, tho company have 
opened policies with their own fund 
for insuring coasting and other vessels 
which Lave hitherto been uncovered — 
an arrangement which has met with 
the approval of tho officers under the 
deed poll, who are interested in the 
profits of the trade. The comniittoo 
nave received Iroin most of the dis- 
tricts encouraging reports of tho col- 
lectipn of furs, which compare favour- 
ably with those at the corresponding 
date of last year. Special attention 
is being given to the question of im- 
proving tho transport service in the 
interior by steamers and other means, 
which, it is hoped, will answer the 
purpose. Tho officers are availing 
themsolves of opportunities, as they 
arise, of extending the general busi- 
ness pf the company, the prospects of 
which arc expected to improve with 
the progress of settlement and the ex- 
tension of railways. Notwithstand- 
ing some drawbacks attending the 
means of communication with Manito- 
ba, which are, however, being remov- 
ed by the energy of the Canadian 
Government, tho country is attracting 
immigrants in large numbers, who ap- 
pear to bo favourably impressed with 
tho conditions offered by the Govern- 
ment for entering upon homesteads 
pii unappropriated lands. "With re- 
gard to the progress of railway con- 
struction, it is satisfactory to state 
that the Government of tho Dominion 
are rapidly grading the line from Lake 
Superior to the first navigable waters 
at S,uob,audo\van, and are also about 
to proceed with the work on tho sec- 
lion between Rat Portage and Red 
lUver. They aro further prosecuting 
Yrith vigour the works upon tho branch 
lino from Fort Gany to Pembina, with 
a view of obtaining a speedy connec- 
tion with the railway system of the 
"United States. Tho construction of this 
latter lino cannot fail to have a benefi- 
cial effect on the value of thecompany's 
town lots (it Pprt Garry, a further 
qu'anuly of which will ho offered for 
dale rjuriug tho present Reason. In 
tho accounts now submitted it will be 
Been thnt the balance at tho credit of 
land sales is £905. Tho receipts and 
expenses aro brought down to tho 31st 
May, 187'i, since which date a consi- 
derable amount has beon received in 
instalments, subject to deductions for 
expenses of surveys, taxes and other 
pul)ay, tho full details of which have 
not yet been received. The commit- 
tee have boon informed that tho Can- 
adian Government intend to outer up- 
on negotiations with tho company for 
tho purchaso of tho bulk of their lands, 
but' beyond this fact thoy havo no 



knowledge of the views of the Govern- 
ment upon this important subject. 
Tho claims of tho company for losses 
sustained at Red River a few years 
ago havo not been yet arranged. The 
committee are still using their utmost 
endeavours with tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment to effect a settlement of these 
accounts. 

Mr. Mackenzie is now in communi- 
cation with the governing powers of t 
the company, and it is understood that | 
the usual "preliminary skirmishing" 
is going on preparatory to coming to 
close quarters, when, no doubt, tho 
interests of the Dominion will not suf- 
fer in tho hands of tho Premier. — 
London Cor. Toronto Globe.

Death ok George Brown.— A des- 
patch from Halifax, N. S., announces 
the death of George Brown, the cham- 
pion oarsman of Ameiica at the age uf 
i;U. Brown was, without doubt, the 
finest soullorever born on the American 
continent, llo was born in the province 
of Nova Scotia, and fust came into pro- 
minence as an oarsman from his connec- 
tion with the Pryor four oared crew, of 
which lio was etoko. At t ho international 
regatta, at Saratoga, in 187:!, ho pulled 
stroko in tho Pryor crew, and intlie sin 
glo scull race, on tho following day, he 
carried off second money, rowing second 
to Joo Sadler, tho champion of England, 
and defeating such noted scullers as llag- 
nall, Winship and Kelly. So great was 
tho confidence reposed in Brown by his 
backers, that they published a challenge 
to row Sadler for the championship of 
the world— the rase to bo palled in 
American waters. Sadler accepted, but 
subsequently baeked out, and endeavor- 
ed to induce Brown to row on tho 
Thames. Negotiations havo sineo been 
pending with this end in view, 
aud had Brown lived tho match 
would, iu all probability, havo been 
made. Brown never mot bis equal in 
America. He defeated tho foremost 
scullers in tho United States and Canada. 
Bob Fulton, stroke oar of tho famous 
Paris crow, of St. John, New Brunswick, 
whom James Benforth lost his lito in 
endeavouring to defeat, also had to lower 
his coloi-3 to the Haligolian, and since

Friday, July 23, 
Tho caso of Francis Armstrong was re- 
sumed. 

.The prosecution called J. Boscowitz 
who continued his evidence. Defendant 
returned to Victoria on tho 17th July; 
saw him at Cadboro liny on tho 15th on 
board the schooner Curoleua, belonging 
to the defendant. Ho told mo ho hud 
had a fair trip; said he did not know how 
many skius ho had, but thought ho had 
§3000 worth of furs on board with him. 
Capt. Warren was present at tho time. 
Defendant said tho furs woro all there 
aud no one would take them from tho 
schooner. Lett him and ho came in on 
the 17th After he had entered at tho 
Customhouse, witness wished defendant 
to discharge cargo. Ho said ho wanted a 
settlement before ho discharged; witness 
showed defendant the amount duo in -tho 
books; he said something about having 
supplied goods that he had on hand at 
commencement of arrangement in '71. 
Witness said ho know nothing about that. 
Witness saw u determination on defend- 
ant's part not to pay him and ho told 
him to go. Had not soon what was tak- 
en out of tho schooner. Tho portion 
seized by Mr. Prevost is on Rhodes' 
wharf; thought the remainder of tho oar- 
go was in Lubbo'a store; was not sure 
about it. 

Cross examined by Mr. Drake.— Tho 
urrungi mi ut between witness aud defend- 
ant whs made verbally, Aug. 25th, 1971; 
did not think I was to pay any of tho ex 
penses for repairs of vessel; was to pay 
half the labor of runuing her; thought 
1 had paid for lumber and shingles 
•which defendant took up to bniid a sta- 
tion; did not recollect giving particular 
instructions to build it at Kittomut. Did 
not give any authority to him to build, 
supplied lumber, etc., on tho same tonus 
as tiie goods wero supplied. Tho furs 
wero to be delivered to witness. Ho was 
to [int his own price upon them; this was 
understood by the defendant. Furs are 
sold by secret tender, thought this tho 
best means of getting at the market 
Value. 

'Mr. Drake, for the prisoner, said tho 
caso was a matter ol account. Ho dis- 
puted tin. accounts altogether. Mr. lios- 
cowitz owed prisoner S'2.000 and now 
claim-. SLi.UUi) from him, and if he (coun- 
sel) could show the iJourt that the ac- 
counts wore wrong tho caso would fall to 
the ground. 

Cross-examination of J. Boscowitz, 
continued— Know a man named Austrian 
Johu; be might have come down in tho 
trip in 1872. Defendant told witness that 
he had goods at Kittemat, but did not re- 
collect seeing a list of thoso goods. Tho 
witness was asked us to tho value of 
goods supplied at different times to Arm- 
strong, ami also as to tho prices for which 
ho had bought the furs, and tho amounts 
whieh they had realized. Ho stated that 
the prisoner understood that ho (Boscow- 
itz I was to put his own prioo on tho 
sluns; and lie could not say what tho 
goods actually realized, but might be able 
to hunt up the particulars. Ho maintain- 
ed that there was a balanoe against de- 
fendant which, including tho last ontlit, 
amounted to §3,351, and t'jat ho had ro 
ceived'uo furs sinoo. When tho schoon- 
er was ashore ho did not pay anything 
towards getting her oil'; hud furnished 
prisoner with a statement of account in 
which the price of each articlo was inon 
tioned. Tho only tinio defendant had 
made any objection about prices witness 
had advised tho furs to bfl sout to Rueff's 
and there sold by secret tender. 

C.J. Prevost, sworn — Deposed that ho 
knew tho schooner Carolena. Gu Srdur 
day last saw her at Rhodes & Co.'s wharf, 
at 2:30 p.m.; her hutches were oloscd. 
Tho hatches wero lifted at witness' re- 
quest and a quantity of furs taken out in 
his presence; took charge of tho bkins as 
Receiver iu Chancery. 

West Huson swjrn-Reside at Alert Bay; 
came iu au.d anchored at witness' place at 
Bella Bella in the end of June. Witness 
went on board the Carolena and bad a 
conversation with defendant about furs; 
defendant said he. hud left soino furs nt 
tho H. B. Co.'s station, Bella Bella, to ho 
shipped by tbe Otter. Knew nothing 
itbout Mr. Boscowitz'a agreement. De- 
fendant said he thought he might get a 
b. ttcr price for them if thoy went down 
on the Otter than if he took them down 
himself ; defendant left iu tho schooner 
about the 5th orCth July. Witness pur- 
chased tbe furs at Bella Bella; paid him 
$10 to hi ud the I) again. and offered a bill 
on Lubbe for a large part of the balanoe. 
Defendant sent some Indians and got the 
furs from tho Company's .store at Bella 
Bella. Witness wrote tho order at Arm- 
strong's ri quest to the agent in eharge at 
Bella Bella, and the furs wore delivered 
previous to the 3d ins* ; bought tho furs 
for Mr. Labile ; showed defendant prices 
that witness had been getting for furs, 
and ho (defendant) .-aid the prices were 
better than ho had evor got before; wit- 
ness put the furs oa board the Carolena 

and marked il i; came down on the 

Kcbooner; arrived at Cadboro Hay; it was 
blowing heavily. Next morutng at day- 
light tool< witness' furs out and put them 
in n > anoo ami brought thorn into town; 
lauded tho furs at [iavanngh's wharf 
Armstrong did not come iu until the 2nd 
iluy after; the furs were at Lubbe'a when 
Armstrong camo in; saw <\riustrung about 
Friday or Saturday and told him t had 
sold them for ftiiti'iO, but had not got 
paid for them; was paid for them on 
.Monday last. On sumo day a part of car- 
go was seized; thn chequo wtis in witness' 
name on tho limit of i). N. A. Accounts 
wuionot settled between witness, and 
i m-.trong; defendant did not know of 
any paitnei ihlp 1 1 'tween Armstrong and 
Boscowitz: thought tho furs wore Arm- 
strong h; defendant said he had sold furs 
to Boscowitz, but could not got tl,o prioo 
for thcui; was not on board, when Bosco- 
\ V il s hoarded thu bchoouer at Cadboro 
Hay. Helen iaut told witness that he 
wished to keep the furs till b.c ooidd gut 



Huson; Boscowitz brought a statement of 
all tho items of account; that account was 
shown to An estrone on Monday. 

Theodore Lubbe "sworn — Bought some 
furs ou tho 15th or 10th inst; sorted (hem 
iu Mr. Huson's presence; Huson showed 
bill of lading shipped from Alert Buy; 
shipped by Frank Kitimat and consign- 
ed to Huson or to E. Grancini; did not 
remember how much ho paid for tho 
goods; on Friday gavo Huson u oheque 
for 82020; also, a cheque for 8-100; also 
cash to tho amount ot $00 or §70, all for 
tho Caroloua's cargo; did not know any- 
thing as to whether tho money had been 
paid to Armstrong; Armstrong asked him 
to look at some furs before the schooner 
was seized : know nothing of any owner- 
ship or right of Boscowitz iu any of the 
furs on the Carolena.

Adjourned till 11 o'clock a.m. on Tues- 
day.

Queensland. 

The most important social event 
that has of late occurred in this Colo- 
ny is tho great inllux of Chinese, at- 
tracted to the northern ports by its 
golden wealth. The Mongolian de- 
luge is received with indignation by 
the digging population, and with grave 
fears by all. The Port Denison 'Times' 
of tho Sth ult. mentions the arrival of 
the steamers Japan and Scotland. 
Tnese vessels have landed 21(30 Chi- 
nese aud 1000 tons of cargo, principal- 
ly rice, at Cooktown. According to 
the "Times," the Chineso say that 
they will soon make Cooktown, at the 
mouth of the Endeavor River, a little 
Canton, and that as they have plenty 
of money and aro tho most liberal 
bidders for town allotments and town 
properties, and aro giving fancy 
prices for them, it is probable that 
Cooktown will resemblo rnoro a town 
in the Celestial Empire than a British 
settlement. It is said that the rush 
from China has received a decided 
check from tho telegram sent from 
Brisbane, which announced that the 
Queensland Government intended to 
levy a roll-tax on Chinese immigrants 
of £4 per bead, and that each China- 
man would bo charged £8 for a min- 
er's right. 

Tho Commissioners are not unaui- 
tnous upon the question of tho estab- 
lishment of a University in Brisbane, 
although the report recommends tlio 
immediate foundation of a University, 
with a lixod annual endowment. 

A proposition has emanated from 
the Government to exclude the Aus- 
tralian Steam Navigation Company 
from any participation in tho carrying 
of mails upon our coast line. Reso- 
lutions have been tabled offering 
£10,0 per annum to any company 
whose headquarters shall be in Queon- 
land to take weekly services from 
Brisbane to Cooktown, via way ports. 

Tho proposed graving dock at 
South Brisbane is to cost £75,000, ex- 
clusive of pumping machinery, about 
£0,000. 

The Sybil has arrived at Marysbo- 
rough with 113 So ith Sea IslanderB, 
and reports that extreme starvation 
exists in the Islands from the combin- 
ed effects of severo hurricanes, con- 
tinued earthquakes aud largo tidal 
waves. 

Splendid samples of gold have ar- 
rived at Cooktown from the Palmer 
Reefs, having been got from lb to 00 
feet below the surface. 

Victoria- 
Parliament was opened on the 23th 
ult. Tho Governor's speech states 
that tho education system is becoming 
tii mly established, and is cherished 
by the people as a most valued nation- 
al institution; upward of ona hundred 
buildings aro still required to extend 
the system to places w hero there are 
not schools, and six hundred build- 
ings to replace thoso held undor lease 
and capitation allowance. It was tho 
intention of Government to submit 
proposals to enable the Education 
Department to erect, tho necessary 
buildings. Tho necessity of establish- 
ing a first-class training institution is 
undor considoral ion. 

It is tho intention of the Victoria 
Government to submit resolutions to 
tho House concerning the anuox ition 
of New Guinea by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment. 

Iu tho Legislative Assembly Mr. 
Casey has introduced an am nded 
Land Dill, and in a long speech de- 
tailed the working of the present act, 
and where amendments we oroquiiol. 
Tho new bill extends tho area of se- 
lection to six hundred and furry aoros, 
provides for non-residence iu certain 
oases, limits sales of land by auction, 
introduces the leasing system, road- 
justs and increases pastoral assess- 
ment, provides that certain clnims in 
land cases bo referred to tho County 
Courts for settlement.
